SUIT BASED ON MEXICAN LOAN 


BEGUN AFTER YEARS 


OF EFFORT. 


The hearing of a suit based upor a 


loan of "money to the Mexican govern- 
mint by Augustine Alviso in the early 
history of this State was begun this 
morning before Judge Melvin. 
After 
years 'of effort Jose Alviso, one of t he 
sons of Augustine 
Alyiso. has 
i;ot 
Judge James A. Waymlre, W. T. Bcg- 
g*tt and Valentine Alviso, Ms brother, 
into court to make .a showing-of 
i he 
monies collected by them 
from 
" he 


Mexican government on account of tills 
loan. 
When the elder Alviso diod, he m;ide 
.a will in which he bequeathed this 
claim, amounting to JMO.OOc,. to his l.ve 
children. Jose claims that through ihe 
representation of one Frederick H.U1, 
he was induced to sign an assignnn>nt 
of his Interest in the claim to Jui ge 
Waymlre, Valentine Alvisn and Hull 
for the purpose 
of 
collecting this 


money. 
Afterwards he was told that 


he bad made a. complete assignment of 
all of his interest In the claim and 
while he states a large amount of 
money has been collected on the claim 
he has never been given one cent. 
Jose Alviso took the stand In his o.vn 


behalf this morning and proceeded to 
tell the story of his alleged wron ;s. 
Waymlre, Baggett ahff Valentine Al- 
viso were all present in coart and. lis- 
tening to the proceedings. Jose Alviso 
began his .story with the siKning of :iis 
assignment to his interest to the exe- 
cutors of his father's, estate. By stip- 
ulation it .was admitted that Augustine 
Alviso died and left a will :n which he 
divided this claim among his five cl II- 
dren. It was admitted that he hac a 
claim. 
Th* witness then went on to 
state:

Well, Hall said that he was in 
a hurry and wanted to go back to San 
Francisco on the 2 o'clock train. ' So 
I said I -would" telegraph my brother 
and asfe him Jf it was'all righfto sign. 

I sent the message, and in 
about an hour I received one In return, 
signed br iny brother, saying'It was all 
right.

N. Hamilton, Guadalupe Alviso, 
C.- N. Burnnam. Da-ted June 10, 188d.'' 
•In regard to the peculiarity of the re- 
ceipt . Attorney. Langan said at the ad- 
journment of .court: 
"This receipt was made out in this way 
to try to keep Alviso from hounding hi« 
brother for money. .For twenty, years. h« 
has made this old claim.the ground for 
raising money. As a- matter of fact, ail 
the Alvlsos sold 'their claims to Way- 
mire. Bagsett and Hall. These three men 
bought up all the claims for about $3000. 
This Is including, money paid Castro and 
others for their claims as well. Li re- 
turn they received 516,000 
worth 
of. 
Mexican bonds which were valued 
ut 
twenty-three cents'and brought them in 
about $3000. They ire losers at the pres- 
ent time to the extent .of about $120j. 
The executors have no ntoney belonging 
to the estate and Alviso has got eveiy 
cent coming to him. I understand, how- 
ever, that he shows these papers "apd 
tilings to credulous people, who advam-e 
him money with which to fight the ca^e 
and this is" how he makes his living." 
• 'In regard- to the receipt shown to him 
on the. ata'nd Alviso said that this, -wts 
a. part of the general scheme to defraud 
him.

A new line is projected by the Transit 


Company-from the terminus of the Forty- 
first street line to tap Linda Vista Ter- 
race and Vernon Heights, thus giving the 
residents of those districts access to the 
new ferry by a short cut. A survey of 
the proposed line is now being-made, arid 
as soon as it is finished a franchise will 
be applied for. A covered depot will be 
erected between Piedmont avenue 
and 
Howe street, so that passengers can 
transfer from the connecting lines to the 
ferry trains under shelter during rainy 
weather. Residents of Piedmont, Linda 
Vista and Vernon Heights have to pay a 
fare of five cents to the point of connec- 
tion with the ferry line.

THEATER LAWS. 


The Ordinance and Judiciary Commit- 


tee last night passed up the theater or- 
dinance. No definite action was taken as 
to the matters relating to the recon- 
struction of theaters which have already 
been built. 
The theater ordinance as 


previously drawn up was thoroughly .dis- 
cussed by the committee. An amendment 
.was offered and adopted which changes 
the date of the operation of the ordinance 
from 'sixty to ninety days. After taking 
the matter up further the committee de- 
cided that nothing further coulct be done 


I In the matter at present. 
In the opinion of Councilman Cuvellfer 
[matters relating to the construction ol 
! theaters should not be incorporated In 
this ordinance. It was, according to his 


I standpoint, the proper thing to enact a 
I separte .ordinance which should cover the 
regulation of the curtain and nre appa- 
ratus and the construction included In 
the building ordinance. 
Attorney G. W. Reed, who was pres- 
ent representing the theaters, offered to 
draw up an ordinance to comply with this 
suggestion. 
Councilman Cuvellier made 
a motion that a resolution to this effect 
be adopted. The motion carried and the 
substance of the resolution is as follows 
"First— That a new ordinance provid- 
ing for 
asbestos curtains. 'Sprinklers, 
covering of fire walls and other pro- 
tection against fire in theaters be drawn 
up by Mr. G. W. Reed, representing the 
theaters, the chairman of the Ordinance 
and Judiciary Committee and Fire Chief 
Ball. 
"Second — That matters relating to the 
construction of theaters be • referred to 
the commltee which has the building or 
dinance In hand."
